Blue sky does not necessarily mean 
fine weather, for there may be just as 
much rain overhead when the sky Is 
clear as when the clouds hide the sun.

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Salt is alm ost uu.v ersally used in 
civ ilized countries. 
It Is generally re ­ 
ga rd e d as a really im p ortant article of 
diet, and m ost w ork s on dietetics class 
chloride of sodium , or salt, as oue of 
the essential elem e nts of food. 
B ut it 
Is getting to be a question am ong sci­ 
entific m en w hether or not salt is nec­ 
essary. 
I recollect read ing som e thirty years 
ago in a m edical jou rna l a sta te m e nt 
by a doctor w ho w a s him self su b je ct 
to rheu m atism . 
l i e said : 'I hav e been 
suffering 
from rheu m atism more or 
less for fifteen or tw e nty years, and 
I hav e noticed tha t w henev er I eat an 
extra qu a ntity of salt I am liable to a 
now atta ck ." 
T his he cons dered ev i­ 
dence that salt, w as the cause of the 
rheu m atism and thou ght it worth w hile 
to m ak e a record of it. 
A few ye a rs ago a F rench p hysician 
p ublished a v ery interesting and re­ 
m ark a b le record of observ ations tha t 
he had m ade. 
He ha d a p atient suffer­ 
ing from 
B right’s disease and upon 
look ing into his ease found that there 
w as a v ery sm all excretion of chloride 
of sodium.

T hink ing that this m ight lie a n acci­ 
dent. the doctor p erm itte d the p a tie nt ' 
to retu rn to the use of salt, and fn 
three » lays the drop sy had retu rned .

again, ; 
and the drop sy retu rned .
